Ina 
recent article on the subject Dr. J. H. Ross 
of Leipzig» asserts that ‘* not even fresh air 
is more necessary to our existence and well- 
being, and thatno other agent exerts so 
great an influence upon the nervous system, 
the medium of our intellectual activity and 
spiritual life.” To the influence of light 
he attributes the fact that the inhabitants 
of northern latitudes are naturally inclined 
to regard life more seriously than those who 
dwelt sunny climes. Herefers tothe circum 
stance, towhichevery physician can bear wit- 
ness, thatthe wantoflightexertsa prejudicial 
influence on the character and direction ot 
thought, producing gloomy and depressed 
feeling. . 

From these and other general facta Dr. 
Ross concludes that the nervous excitability 
and nervous energy in civilized man is due 
in great part to the exclusion of the light 
not only from the eyes but also from the 
skin on which it exerts a healthy action. 
He says : ‘‘ ‘The climate of Northern Euro 
would hardly favor cur going back to the 
habits of our barbarian ancestors, but it 
would certainly be more conducive to the 
health of our children, if they lived more in 
the open air, and with their hands.and arms 
and neck and shoulders exposed.” Dr. 
Ross would have the windows of dwelling 
houses made much larger—at least large 
enough to light up every corner—and shaded 
as little as possi except only in sammor 
when the direct sunlight becomes painful,

Wow Light Open the Fate of the Christians 
fe Japan Tere Centerics Age. 


Anyone who reads books on Japan will 

remember that he is told, if he ever visits 
the harbor of _— thathemust look at 
the lofty rock of Pappenberg, descending 
sheer for some hundreds of feet into the 
deep water. He is further iaformed that 
in the seventeenth century, when there 
were many Christian converts in Japan, 
thousands of them were cast into the sea 
from thia cliff. It will be remembered that 
there was a rebellion of Christiana in south- 
ern Japan, the rebels undertaking to over- 
throw the Government and establish their 
new faith as the state religion of Japan. It 
waa after the suppression of this rebellion 
that the frightful persecution of the Chriat- 
1ans * 
Dr. Reiss, a professo~ in the University 
of Tokio, has recently been investigating 
the records of this Christian rebellion. He 
has shown quite conclusively that the rock 
of Pappenberg was not used for the purpose 
described to tourists. No mention of 
throwing the Christians over the rock is 
made in any of the contemporaneous records 
and Dr. Keiss says that it would have been 
absurd to have dragged the prisoners to that 
distant place. 

What happened, however, was even more 
frightful, and the scene was quite different. 
The rebellion occurred in Shimabara whose 
interior has for its conspicuous object a 
volcanic mountain maas, called Onsenga, 
which is said to have one of ths largest 
craters in the world, while its slopes and 
base are full of boiling sulphur springs in a 
cémetant state ofeffervescence. Dr. Reiss gid 
that the greatest number of victims of the 
rage of heathen Japan were taken to On- 
senga and hurled from a precipice on the 
mountain side into the boiling sulphurous 
springs below. Japanese sources of infor- 
mation coincide with the missionary reports 
that this was the form of execution common- 
ly pay okt and that it remained in use 

ora long period. Shimabara is almost an 
island in a great inlet on the west side of 
Kiusiu, the bigsouthern island of Japan. It 
is connected with the mainland by a narrow 
isthmus. The volcanic mass of Onsenga, in 
the centre of the district, is plainly marked 
on any good map.

Europe and its victims so numerous 
that there was needed a Lazar house in 
every town, There were at that. time 
19,000 leper hospitals in Europe, and 
2000 in France alone. There were 95 
of the first clas in England and several 
in Scotland and Ireland. Isolation was 
strictly enforved and the spread of the 
maladv was checked. [n the fifteanth 
century it began to decline, and it had 
nearly disappeared in the seventeenth. 

“A loper house was founded in 
Edinburgh aa late as 1591 and it was 
not till 1741 that the last leper died in 
Shetland.” It is to be earnestly hoped 
that so direful a scourge as this will not 
have its recrudescence in this new 
country of ours.

The Muscovites have conquered, and yet 
have left the conquered unhumiliated by 
any attempt to stamp out tribal or race 
customs, religions, or languages. When 
the Russians trade, they gd at it in the 
same way. 

Thus while America and the rest of 
Europe have endeavored to supplement, 
ecommerce with assiduous and gratritous 
efforts to elevate Chinese morals and to 
save Chinese souls, the Russians have simp- 
ly paid glittering ounces of gold for Chinese 
wares and let Chinese souls alone.

unmistakable notice of the presence of dan- 
ger. The brushes could depend from the 
sides of the cowcatcher and inexpensive 
and easily replaced. If new mile sections 
were commenced every quarter mile, run- 
ning side py side with those already laid, 
warnings would be received at never less 
than three-quarters ot a mile, and watchmen 
could give notive of danger by simply con- 
necting, with a wire carried for the purpose 
the two nearest ends of any parallel section. 
Convinced of the feasibility of my plan, I

necessity of reform have set some, who have 
hitherto remained impassive on the subject, 
to thinking. That there is great need of 
soine legislation on the subject would also 
appear from the remark of Bismarck a few 
ears ago, ‘that Germany is being ruined 
the beer plague.” The wide valence 

of the custom of spending daily hours and 
hours in beer a is - ee serious 
consequences, as Bismare the Emperor 
have both attested. Few ifany have ever 
claimed that the custom hasan elevating moral 
tendency. Thatithasanopposite thard- 
ly admitsof doubt. Theincreasein thenumber 
of personscommitting suicide, the increase in 
insanity, and other evils are directly attri- 
buted to this cause by German writers, Bat 
the Emperor will find in the saloon oligarchy 
& more t and defiant power than 
Prince Bismarck. In this effort to abate the 
drink evil he will have the sympathy of the 
best men and women of all nations, but we 
fear he will not accomplish much. Some- 
thing has been gained for temperance re- 
form, however, y the Emperor's public 
statement, though his example would count 
for more than any words he can utter 
on the subject. There is no doubt that 
drink is the curse of the civilized 
world. It has always been o source of 
national degradationand weakness, the great 
obstacle to moral and social ress, Mr. 
Gladstone stated in the House of Commons 
that drink had inflicted on the world great- 
er evils than war, pestilence and famine 
combined. Canadian Jud have declared 
from the bench that four-fifths of the crime 
committed in this country is a direct result 
of the drinking custom, The Supreme

decision averred that a greater amount of 
misery is shown by the statistics of every 
State to be attributable to intoxicating 
drinks than to 4: other source.

PARIS BATH CARTS. 


The Q@arer Way in Which the Average 
Frenchman makes hin Ablations. 

An American familiar with the fact that 
every house or apartment, renting as low as 
$300 per year in the United States, has its 
own fathcab, with bot and cold water sup- 
ply and waste to remove the contents of the 

ie amused if not amazed when, ona 
visit to Paris, he gete an idea of the custom 


| still prevailing in that metropolis of luxury 


and elegant buildings. 

The large hotels, some very costly private 
mansions and apartments and the public 
bathhouses have their bathrooms, as is the 
custom in the United States, though the 
French bath room is usually much larger and 
is elegantly fornished with rugs, lounges and 
dressing tables, etc., the idea beimg that if 
one takes a bath one must lie down and take 
a nap after it. 

People living in apartments costing as 
high as $1,000 a year, and in the quarter of 
Paris in the neighborhood of the Champs 
— when they wish to bathe other than 

@ ® sponge bath in a small portable tub, 
either goto the public bathing establish- 
mente or send to them to have a bath brought 
to their apartments. Sunday morning one 
sees a atrange-looking two-wheelpd cart like 
avery high d rt,on which there isa 
frame-work built over the wheels. - This 
framework can hold three bath tabs. 

They are made entirely of copper and are 
about 5 feet long, about 20 inches deep at 
the end and 18 inches on the side. The 
driver of this vehicle is perched up high on 
a small seat in front, is bareheaded and 
wears a blouse. On each side of him an 
iron ring encircles a copper colored vessel 
holding about three gallons of water which 
rests ona little shelf. He also carries a 
supply of dry towels and sheets. 

© bathing establishments have these 
carts, and when a patron sends word that 
he wants a hot bath at a certain hour the 
bath is put on the cart, the kettle filled 
with hot water, and the cart with its strange 
load is rapidly driven. to the building in 
The driver car- 
ries the bath tub, as an Adirondack guide 
carries & canoe, on his head and shsaltars. 
from the firat to the fifth floor as the case 
may be, and after spreading a sheet to pro- 
tect the carpet he spreads also a clean shett 
inside of the tub so that the bather does 
not touch the metal. 

Then he carries up the kettle of hot water 
which he has brought from the main es- 
tablishment. The necessary cold water he 
gets on the premises. [Che charge of this is 
about 60 cents, with the usual additional 
tip to the man. 


MORE DWARES DISCOVERED, 


Tribes of Little Men Extending Malf Way 
Across Africa. 


* When Paul Du Chaillu, about thirty years 
ago, reported the existence of a dwarf race 
in West Africa, his statements were receiv- 
ed with derisive incredulity. The world 
little dreamed that his story would be 
proved to be perfectly accurate, and also 
that later explorations would bring to light 
many tribés of these little people stretching 
far across Africa. 

Thelatest discoveries concerning the dwarf 
have been n:ade this year by the French ex- 
plorer, Gailbard, during bis fruitful research 
on the upper Sangha River, one of the largest 
northern tributaries of the Congo. He found 
near the towns of = chiefs many 
families of dwarfs who in that region are 
called the Babingas. They are great ele- 

hant hunters. They do not live in the 
villages, but camp in the forests. They are 
of less than medium stature, are very mus- 
cular, are skillful in the chase, and their 
weapons are ais, with a head like ‘that 
of the harpoon. They wear their hair and 
beard uncut and have no ornaments. When 
they feel that they havea grievance against 
a chief under whose protection they have 
been living, they disappear into the forests 
without saying & word, and begin again in 
other regions their lives as nomad hunters. 
In return for the fruits of the chase, with 
which ses f supply the chiefs, vegetables and 
articles of native manufacture are given to 
them. They area source of profit to the 
tribes among whom they live and conse-

The Grand Ola Man of Australia. 


Sir Henry Parkes, who was recently com- 
pee to resign as Premicr of New South 

‘ales in consequence of the defeat of the 
Government, is the Grand Old Man of Aus- 
tralia, Until a little more than a year ago 
he was a very vigorous man, witha profusion 
of white hair and beard, ot remarkable 
height, active, robust, and with a great 
capacity for hard work ; but in the spring 
of 1890 he was thrown from his carriage and 
had both bones of one leg bruken. The 
shock and confinement affected his health 
and constitution, and a wound in his leg 
did not heal tor several months, Hehsd to 
he carried to the Legislative Assembly, and 
from his bed, or couch, at Hampton Villa, 
Balmain, he presided over the deliberations 
of the Cabinet Council. He has passed 
through many controversies without losing 
his grip, but it is believed that owing to his 
advanced age he will retire ermanently, 
He was born in Stoneleigh, W arwickshire, 
on May 27, 1815, and he emigraced toSydney 
in 1839. His parents were poor, and he had 
to go to some place where labor counted for 
more than it did in a rural parish. He 
worked as a clerk in a hardware store, as a 
laborer in a foundry, and as a maker of toys 
andchessmen. In the course of time he 
opened a store in Sydney for the sale of 
toys. He wasalways ready to discuss social 
and political questions, and some of his 
spare time he ve to compositions 
and poetical effusions. In 1848 he found 
more congenial employment, entered the 
political field, and agitated the abolition 
of the transportation of English criminals, 
Two years afterwards he founded the 
Empire for the promulgation of his views, 
wnd continued it without much profit for 
seven years. Hoe was a capable, combative, 
and voluble speaker on public affairs, and 
he entered the Legislative Assembly in 
1856. For many years there were stirrin 
times in the colony, and Parkes inerenaad 
the discussion of colonial affairs by contri- 
butions to the columns of the Morning 
Herald. In 1866 he became Colonial Secre- 
tary, and in 1870 he was sent for by Sir 
Alfred Stephen to form his first Ministry. 
He held the Premiership several times after- 
ward, and he had been in the office practi- 
cally since 1887. In his speeches he fre- 
quently permitted his utterances to over- 
| om bounds. He was a hot-tem- 
pered but experienced leader. Careless in 
monetary affairs, he has been, it is said, 
actually forced into retirement at times, 
and when he took office in 1887 he was 
obliged to make a satisfactory settlement 
with his creditors, but it is said that he 
never enriched himself at the expense of the 
colony. In his home life he is quiet and 
retired, delighting in talking to his parrots 
and watching kangaroos hep about. He 
has been the most widely caricatured man 
in the colony, ond his poetical efforts, mostly 
of his youthful days, have been used as 
weapons against him.

Extermination ef the River Horse by the 
Congo Natives. 

One of the cireus companies now traveling 
in this country is in the habit, during the 
performance, of turning iteimmense hi pope- 
tamus ont of tte cage and the enwields ani- 
mal follows ite master around the fous: 
drome-track with as much docility as a pet 
dog could exhibit. It is evident that in 
captivity the hippopotamus is anything bat 
aterocious animal.and the story that the 
late Capt. Francois, the Congo traveler, 
told of him as he splashes about his native 
waters or suns himself on the sandbanksa 
indicates that the hippopotamus, though not 
& beautiful beust, still has his lovable traits. 
Von Francois was a German explorer, whose 
observations for altitudes and geographical 
positions in the part of the Congo basin he 
Visited were long the most reliable data of 
that sort the mapmakers could get. 

**T am not sorry.” he said, ** that 1 have 
not taken part in hippopotamus hunts. It 
seems a pity without any good reason to 
shoot these harmless beasts as they huddle 
together on the sandbanks. These animals 
are almost incredibly innocent and unaus- 
picious, and they scldom take the trouble to 
move when they sec a hunter-canoe ap- 
peaperg Though great numbers of them 

aave been shot the idea that the hunting 
canoes bring danger never seoms to dawn 
upon them. Unless some restriction be 
soon placed upon the hunters of the hippo- 
otami in those waters the great beasts will 
come so scarce as to be curiosities there. 1t 
is to be hoped that the Congo state will soon 
give its attention to this matter, The evil | 
would not beso great if better use were | 
made of the skin of the animals. Their 
valuable hides are seldom taken, and their 
bones, which saigh serve a variety of useful | 
purpeses, are left to bleach on the shores, 
Vitea too the river affords a grave for the 
unfortunate animals,

They had not been engaged in this— 
work more than five minutes before they , 
were surrounded by a great crowd of natives, { 
who watched the operation with the keenest | 
interest, The tongue and best part of the 
flesh were reserved for the steamboat hands, 
who then left the animal and gave the 
natives a chance. 

With uplifted knives the crowd rushed 
tpon the remains and began to slash away | 
on all sides. Scores of the natives could | 
not get near the body, and they began to 
push and pull their more fortunate comrades | 
with frantic eagerness. Those whose knives 
were within reach of the coveted flesh knew 
a good thing when they had it, and they! 
did not propose to yield an inch of ground. 
They would slash away for a minute, then 
stop to fight the rear guard off, and then 
renew the cutting up process, The pushing, 
struggling, howling mob made quite an ex- 
citing scene. Then the unfortunates in the 
rear, unable by dint of muscle to gain access | 
to the creature, gathered hindfols of sand, 
which they showered over the hippopota- 
mus butchers, endeavoring to blind them. 

So the battle went on until finally those | 
who were nearest the carcass rolled it over | 
and over into the water until it was entire- 
7 submerged. From this vantage ground | 

ey continued the work of cutting up the 
animal under water until every scrap that 
was edible was secured. ‘This means that | 
there was very little left but the skeleton, 
for the average Congo native is not at all 
particular, He even cuts up the thick hide 
of the river horse into small bits, and, after 
boiling it a long time, manages to swallow 
it with great apparent delight.

How the Bullion Deposits of Europe

The Bank of England, which is the great 
depository of bullion in the realm, holds at 
ordinary times in its vaults $125,000,000. 

The Bank of Germany holds $200,000,000 
of bullion in gold and silver. 

The Bank of France usually holds 
000,000. 

The United States holds in the Treasury 
and in the various national banks some- 
where about $700,000,000 in gold and sil- 
ver. 

The increasing wealth in the various na- 
tions is somewhat remarkable. During the 
last ten years the Bank of France has more 
than doubled its reserves, The Bank of 
Germany in 1881 held about $140,000.- 
000.

InJune, 1876, the amount of gold coin 
and bullion in the United States Treasury 
was only $75,000,000 ; in 1889 it had risen 
over $300,000,000. In the various national 
banks it stood at $3,000,000 ; it has risen to

It will be observed that among the above 
England stands the lowest on the list. This 
can be accounted for in two ways. There 
being no issue of notes under the value of 
$25, it necessitates an immense quantity of 
gold being kept in circulation,

and its lending powers so great, a perpetual 
drain is the inotitable result. Russia. Italy 
and Spain have little or no financial in- 
fluence. They are constant borrowers from 
more wealthy nations, but lenders never.

Russia's volunteer navy, to which the 
attention of Europe has been turned by the 
recent concess‘ons to ite ships by the Sal*-q 
of Turkey, was founded by rich private per: 
sons and corporations about nine or tes years 
< during ove of the periodical wer scares. 
The object of the founders waa to place at 
the Government's disposal a fleet of cruisers 
which were expected to be especially aveful 
as commerce destroyers in case of war with 
England. Several old and new shins were 
bought at English and American and 
two or three were purchased at 
The fleet incladed till recently only thirteen 
or fourteen ships, varying in age between 
eleven and twenty years, in tonnage between 
1,200 and 3,400, and in speed between thir- 
teen and fifteen knots, The Jaroslaw, the 
swiftest cruiser of the fleet, made 164 knota. 
Each cruiser carries six or eight guns of 
fifteen to twenty-one centimetres calibre. 
This fleet was increased in 1889 by the launch. 
ing at an English shipyard of the twinscrow 
cruiser Orel, and this year by the launching 
of the Saratoff at the same yard. These 
new ships are almost exactly alike. Bach 
5,000 tons displacement, 
horse power, and a speed 
of 18 knots. Each carries seven twelve- 
centimetre rapid-fire cannon, and in trans 
portation service, for which each was chiell 
esigned, can easily acoommodate 1, 
troops.

. France Preparing fer War. 


The statesmen of France talk of nothing 
but peace, and yet the people are fying to 
arms with feverish activity and with a 
cision and method in the madness re 
the world has never before witnessed, On 
the 13th of last month the “ mixed regi- 
ments,” as they are termed, were 
out for the first time. The creation of these 
regiments is intended to double the first line 
of the French army in the mobiliza- 
tion, The men are taken the territor- 
ial army and are now keing drilled and 
instructed in all the details of the work of 
infantry in war time. On a peace footing, 
these new regiments stand for one third of 
the active array and two-thirds of the ter-" 
ritorial. But on the outbreak of war the 
mixed character disappears and they become 
new regiments of infantry with num- 
bers, so.as not to confound them in any way 
with the old regiments. In a word, theactive 
army isincreased by the incorporationof fully 
trained soldiersfrom the territorial, whilethe 
latter must be filled up by new recruits. 
The troops are now being 
boarding trains, in t practice with the 
Lebel rifle, and in all the medern improve- 
ments in the training of soldiers. This will 
vontinue for two weeks without interrup- 
tion, and with precious little time for sleep;

ish them from real ones, Externally they

I know of nobody else in England who holds 
it or practises it. The reading of newspapers 
may be likened to the use of intoxicating liq- 
uors, of which so ve people take more and 
some less; — anybody abstains altogeth- 
er. { mean hardly anybody in public life in 
thiscountry;a few fanatics excepted who are 
hardly in public life. So engrossing are the 
occupations of those who have the con“uct 
of affaire that many find little time to devote 
to newspapers. You may often hear o 
Minister who is questioned in the House of 
Commons about some story in a paper make 
answer that he has not seen it. e reads, 
asit were, by proxy. The journals of the 
day are read for him by one of his private 
secretaries, and marked, or extracts from 
them laid before him ; extracts which refer 
to his own department of business. 

If you travel up to town by rail any morn- 
ing you will see how the Englishman of the 
period reads his paper. He toils through it 
with a conscientiousness which is admirable; 
all conscientiousness is admirable. He reads 
only one, but he reads that thoroughly ; 
editorials and all, and the beholder wonders 
in what condition his mind must be when 
the operation has been accomplished,and the 
last word reached. Does he digest this 
multifarious mass? But such an inquiry takes 
us toofar. I want the newspaper reader of 
the railway only as a contrast, and he would 
be just as good a contrast if he had been 
caught in aclubor at hisown dreakfast-table; 
best of all perhaps at the latter, where he 
absorbs all this printed wisdom into his sys- 
tem, very much as he does his coffee and 
boiled eggs. 

An eminent Gladstonian who will some 
day lead the remaing of the Gladstonian 
party has a theory that the influence of the 
English press is slight, and the influence of 
the leading article, or editorial, slighter 
still. He isa man who finds pleasure in 
paradox. But ifhe really held the view 
which it amuses him to maintain in the pre- 
sence of journalists, he might be asked to 
consider the newspaper reader of the kind 
just mentioned; him and his ways. If he 
studied him he would as soon think of say- 
ing that his coffee and boiled eggs bad no 
influence on his physical system as that his 
newspaper had not influence on his mental 
system. Later in the day the same man 
pours ont to his neighbor what he has gath- 
ered ; each of them imparts these same views 
to the other, and neither of them suspects 
that his own or his friend’s wisdom is not 
entirely spontaneous and original. His 
thinking has been done for him, and done so 
cleverly that he fully believes he has done 
it himself. There isa story that Southey 
was once describing to Mme. De Stael the 
distribution of his time; so many hours of 
reading before breakfast on one subject, and 
so many hours writing, and then more read- 
ing, till the whole day was gone. ‘ And 
pray, Mr. Southey,” inquired the French- 
woman, ‘‘ when do you think?”

It was. never 
really flung off till Mr. Balfour became 
Irish Secretary, and even then the manner 
changed less than the man.

That be- 
tween Singapore, China, and Australia is 4, 
980 miles long, and that between France and 
the West Indies 2,58 miles, The 1,898 
miles of cable between Ireland and New- 
foundland is exceeded by that between Ire- 
land and New York, which is 2,000 miles in 
length, The Eastern “Telegraph Company 
have 17,000 miles of ocean cable, making the 
complete circuit of Africa, and touching at 
nearly all the important places round its 
coasts, A curious thing abcut telegrams 
from the East over great lengths of cable or 
wireo is that'they arrive in this country 
(according to time) before they are despatch.

The Most Remarkable Works of Human

arkable works of human labour among the 
ancients :—The pyramids in Egypt» the 
highest of which is 481 feet and feet on

humaco, in Bolivia, celebrated for the maa- 
sive nature of the stones po in ite 
temples and fortresses, there being in one 
of the walls a gigantic mass of rock which 
weighed 250, Iba.; the aqueducts. for 
supplying ancient Rome with water; the 
aqueduct at Nimes 180 feet high ; and the 
Palace Temple of Karndck at Thebes:

He likes to tal 
days when as a boy he edited and printed 
the Grand Trunk Herald. He tells me he 
was a newsboy on the train when he did it 
and believes it is the only newspaper that 
hes ever been publishtd on a newspaper 
train.
